Remember the stories about the wealthy 
farmers who sat back in their rockin g chairs 
an d raked in tremen d ous subsid y paymen ts 
Irom Un cle Sam for corn an d wheat n ot 
grown or grain sold for storage in govern ­ 
men t warehouses? Remember the stories 
about the hack breakin g burd en upon city 
taxpayers as a result of the costly farm 
program ** 
Remember the remarks you hear alt the 
time about how well off the farmers are?

Don ’t worry, these sto- 
ries will he con tin ued

en larged 
upon . 
But the h ard 
an d cold facts arc that 
they are gen erally a bun ch of hogwash. 
The story that proved it appeared in the 
most recen t ed ition of The Sun d ay Jour­ 
n al an d Star, written by a man who has 
lived in an d with agriculture all his life. 
Glen Kreuscher. the author, is also a n ews­ 
paper man an d when he writes a farm 
story he d oes so from the facts, n ot merely 
from what he thin ks the picture probably 
IS. His story shows that you would fin d a 
hard time fin d in g that “ rockin g chair” 
farm er in Nebraska. 
You would also have a hard time fin d in g 
that “ well off” farmer, although there is 
n o attempt here to claim that there are n o 
•such farmers or ran chers in Nebraska, (’er- 
tain ly, there are some but they are Iso­ 
lated eases an d n on e of them have improved 
their lot within the past year. 
Mr. Kreuscher’s story boils d own to on e 
simple thin g — the farmers are gettin g 
less an d less for the thin gs they prod uce 
but are payin g more an d more for the 
thin gs they buy. Maybe that soun d s like 
an old record to you an d maybe it actually 
is but it is still the truth. Mr. Kreuscher 
wen t out in to the field s an d talked to the 
farm ers an d obtain ed first han d such facts 
as 60 hogs tod ay brin gin g $ 1,500 when they 
bfDught $ 2,400 a year ago. 


★ 
lie got such facts as 88 cen ts an d 90 
cen ts a bushel in come on corn , d espite the 
fact 
that govern men t figures 
gen erally 
show' the price of corn at about $ 1.06 per 
bushel. Other facts in clud ed such thin gs 
as a n et profit of $ 10 a mon th on a flock 
of 300 layin g hen s an d a total year’s profit 
of $ 6 an acre on corn lan d . You might 
also look, if you are a busin essman , at the 
statemen t of implemen t an d equipmen t 


d ealers who report accoun ts receivable go­ 
in g clear out of sight — simply because 
farmers have too little in come to make 
en d s meet. 
You can talk all you wan t to about the 
high cost of the govern men t’s farm pro­ 
gram but this d oesn ’t d estroy the fact that 
man y farmers in .Nebra.ska are slowly but 
surely goin g broke. .\n d these farmers 
would also like to kn ow how much of the 
uaiion al agricultural bill goes for ad min is- 
tralion , in spection , storage, foreign aid an d 
other Items which ha\c n othin g to d o with 
the actual market price farmcr.s are get­ 
tin g for what they prod uce. 
★ 
.Secretary of Agriculture Ben son an d Re­ 
publican s in gen eral claim that the farmers 
wan t in d epen d en ce from the fed eral govern ­ 
men t. They con clud e, then , that this mean s 
n o fed eral farm program. They are right 
in the first in stan ce but wron g in the secon d .

It is con trolled by 
the n ature of busin ess itself an d the ability 
of man ufacturers an d merchan ts to d eman d 
a certain price an d get it. But this is n ot 
true of agriculture. The farmers have n o 
collecti’ -» power an d must d ispose of their 
prod ucts as they are read y for market 
or lose everythin g they have. 
Agriculture simply has n o con trol over 
its market an d the market, therefore, cru­ 
cifies the farmer. We can ign ore this prob­ 
lem if we wan t to an d con tin ue to bury 
our head s in the san d in the false assump­ 
tion that agriculture would be alright if ev­ 
eryon e would just leave it alon e. But when 
vve awake to the con sequen ces of such n e­ 
glect an d ign oran ce it will be a sad d ay 
of poverty an d hard ship in the lan d .

Apartment Building Limits 


Little support was foun d at the last City 
Coun cil meetin g for curren t zon in g ord i­ 
n an ce restriction s which are hamperin g 
con struction of a 12-story 100-un it apartmen t 
build in g for “ sen ior citizen s” at 12th an d J. 
It is obvious that the ord in an ce has run 
in to the on e thin g which con tin ually plagues 
it—d aily exped ien cy. 
This mean s that while the terms of the 
law may seem to be all right so lon g as 
they are n ot bein g tested , they become abu­ 
sive an d impossible to live with when an 
issue is in con flict with them. This case 
gels d own to the poin t of all such cases— 
what is this large apartmen t build in g go­ 
in g to d o that is so harmful? 
This is an in n ocen t soun d in g question but, 
un fortun ately, the whole problem is n ot 
quite so simple. If it were just a question 
of this on e build in g then those who ad vo­ 
cate relaxation of the law would be abso­ 
lutely right. But it should be remembered 
that the zon in g law must apply to an en ­ 
tire area which is con sid ered similar in n a­ 
ture an d poten tial use. 
If build in g heights, setbacks an d square 
foot requiremen ts are relaxed for this build ­ 
in g they must be relaxed for the con struc­ 
tion of all build in gs in this area. These re­ 
quiremen ts are n ot en d s in themselves but 
have a specific en d in min d . This en d is 


the preservation of a proper d en sity of 
population . In other word s, too man y peo­ 
ple livin g within a limited lan d area is 
bad from man y poin ts of view 
It d oes n ot allow sufficien t light an d air 
for the best health con d ition s an d it cre­ 
ates un usual utility an d street d eman d s. It 
ad d s up to a gen eral state of con gestion 
which is costly in terms of govern men t 
an d even private services. Perhaps in the 
case 0? a sen ior citizen s home these prob­ 
lems would be less acute but they would 
still exist to some d egree. Also, n ot every 
build in g erected 
accord in g to stan d ard s 
wan ted by this d evelopmen t would be for 
sen ior citizen s. It is proper that the City 
Coun cil ask the City-Coun ty Plan n in g Com­ 
mission to look at the ord in an ce in the light 
of this specific problem an d see if there 
is n ot somethin g which can be d on e to pro­ 
vid e a satisfactory solution . 
But it should also be kept in min d that the 
prerequisite of an y good comprehen sive 
city plan an d zon in g ord in an ce is the wis­ 
d om of its foresight, n ot the gen erosity of 
Its d aily application . No chan ge should be 
mad e in the ord in an ce for this specific 
apartmen t is&ue un less the chan ge is \ahd 
from every other con sid eration an d a good 
thin g for the en tire area in voKcd . 


Make It A Safe Christmas 


It is sad that traftic safely has become a 
tired .subject an d that stan d ard warn in gs 
have worn d own to cliches. Possibly that is 
a con tributin g reason for Nebraska’s failure 
to red uce materially its truly tragic an n ual 
d eath offerin g. 
As Christmas approaches an d 1959 n ears 
the en d it appears that careful d rivin g, like 
the weather, is a subject everyon e talks 
about but n o on e d oes an ythin g about. On e 
d oes n ot qualify as a pessimist to expect 
that the year will en d w'ith as man y or more 
fatalities as former years. 
Nevertheless, it is proper to hope that 


this Christmas period will be the exception , 
an d that n othin g will occur to d arken an y 
Nebraska home with holid ay traged y. This 
IS n ot impo.ssible an d some d ay it will be as 
a matter of course. 11 repetition of frayed 
warn in g.s will hasten that time by as much 
as on e hour the effort is worth it. 
In a matter of iiours n ow the highways 
will begin to accept the heavier burd en of 
holid ay traffic. The time has come for the 
last min ute check up—brakes, .sobriety, re­ 
view of traffic rules an d the d etermin ation 
on the part of d rivers to d rive with care 
for themselves an d regard for others.

learn in g by d oin g. All will agree that ed u­ 
cation must relate to the social an d eco­ 
n omic problems in han d , if it is to be use- 
tul, which puts Dewey on solid 
groun d . 
But because Dewey was an in tellectual an d 
therefore wrote n ot in the lan guage of the 
people, but a lan guage of his own , he is 
subject to shockin g misin terpretation s an d 
some of the practical application in the 
schools of what he appeared to ad vocate 
has brought him un d er fire. There is n o 
record he eve.r recommen d ed the exfreme 
progressiven ess that puts little child ren in 
a classroom, in structed to d o 
whatever 
comes in to their head s, 
an ywhere 
from 
d umpin g in k on a playmate to settin g tlu' 
bud d in g on fire. .Xll he said wa.s that d 
was 
better tha! 
d i.sct|)lin e 
come 
from 
within the child than from a hickory stick 
wield ed by a truslrated .school ma.ster. But 
he n c\ er ruled out d isciplin e or worthwhile 
subject matter.

given some n ame other than 
scholarships. I am in clin ed 
to agree with the commis- 
mission er. 
Certain ly 
t h e 
presen t method of selection 
places them in a regressive 
atmosp’n ere. 
Commis.^iion er Decker is, 
I believe, in terested in im­ 
provin g the quality of the 
schools at all kn els. It is 
fair to assume that he. as I 
d o. believe that every pos­ 
sible mean s .should be ex­ 
ercised 
to 
promote 
good 
teachin g an d good stud en t 
accomplishmen t. The impact 
of the selection of stud en ts 
for the Regen t’s scholarships 
on a merit basis can be a 
poten t force to this en d . 
The Regen t’s scholarships 
for the first few years were 
award ed on a merit basis. It

The Pittsbu rgh Pirates really go hog wild w’hen they 
try to strengthen a position. 
At least that’s the impression left after the recent inter- 
leagu e trading spiee. 
The Pirates went ou t after catching this winter. Bu cco 
backstopping has been a perennial weak spot. While they 
acq u ired hard-hitting Smokey Bu rgess for the 1959 season, 
tJiey wanted a good defensive catcher for late-inning work. 
Thu s it started. Pittsbu rgh drafted glove man Bob Oldis 
from Denver at the winter meetings in Florida. That gave 
the Bu cs Bu rgess, Oldis, Danny Kravitz, Bill Hall and 
Hank Foiles as frontliners. 
Next the Pirates—definitely hu rting for pitchers—gave 
u p Dick Hall (19 -8 at Salt Lake) and Ken Hamlin for Kan­ 
sas City’s Hal Smith. That made 6 catchers. 
.As a finale they peddled Foiles to the Athletics in a 
cash deal, leaving them with Bu rgess, Oldis, Kravitz, Hall 
and Smith.
